Constantinople, (via Berlin and Amsterdam), March 27.— 


The resumption of the Turkish campaign against the English 
with marked success for the Ottoman troops at two points is 
officially announced here today. The statement issued by the 
Turkish war office reports the destruction of an entire British 
column at one point and the repulse of British troops at an- 
other point. In the latter conflict 300 British soldiers were 
killed. The official statement says: 


"A detachment of Turkish troops during its operations 


against the Suez Canal met a column of British soldiers near 
Madan. This column was completely destroyed. Later the 
Turkish troops successfully bombarded two transports carry- 
ing British troops. Another Turkish detachment set fire to a 
British transport between Shallufa and Adsjigul. 


"Co-operating with' loyal tribesmen, the Turkish soldiers 


surprised the enemy southeast and north of Sjuacbia on March 
16, captured the enemy's position and drove them back seven 
miles'into the town of Sjuacbia. Three hundred British were 
killed and many others wounded during the engagement. The 
lpMv|:o';thelOttoniatl forces was only 30 killef llffid^fie^ 
wbiliytiecl.
